REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The nearest prior art as shown in Kenji fails to teach a network connection circuit 
comprising selecting at least one frequency not used by television or radio 
broadcasting, generating a carrier wave at the selected frequency, modulating with 
encoded data and transmitting the modulated carrier wave, receiving the modulated 
carrier wave, converting the received carrier wave to an intermediate frequency, 
amplifying and demodulating the signal to generate a baseband signal, separating a 
synchronous signal based on the baseband signal wherein the frequency selecting 
means selects at least one frequency based on the synchronous signal.
